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PROPHECY 

On  the  eve  of  the  publication  of  our  EPITOjME,  as  we  were  riding  at  anchor  in  the  harbor,  a  small  dinghy 
put  out  towards  us  from  shore.  As  it  pulled  up  alongside,  we  put  out  a  ladder  and  Marjorie  Teetor  climbed 
aboard.

Charles  Earl  Cain  broadcasts  a  play-by-play  account  of  .ill 
the  games.  Dick  Brown  and  Ronnie  Rhoades  are  referees.  They  have  a  special  rate — '(.10  per  foul. 

Harold  Smith  and  John  Kuknian  ha\e  gone  to  the  mountains  to  prospect  tor  gold.  I  hey  are  sure  of  success 
because  they  bought  their  equipment  at  Dean  Lamb's  hardware  store. 

Norman  Shafer  has  become  quite  wealthy  in  his  business  enterprise.  He  is  known  as  the  "pop  corn  king". 
He  has  been  pretty  worried,  though,  since  Mort  Siegrist  cornered  the  market  on  pop  corn.  Mort  says  he  was 
able  to  do  this  because  of  what  he  learned  in  Mrs.  Murphey's  economics  class. 

Bob  Hinshaw  is  the  chief  mechanic  for  Jack  I5ecker's  two  wheeled  cart  company.  They  have  revolutionized 
the  business  by  introducing  round  wheels  in  place  of  the  conventional  square  ones.

Dorothy  Rinehart  and  Diane  Spencer  arc  comediennes  in  the  town's  leading  night  club.  Jimmy  Meyer  is  the 
straight  man. 

Mclvin  Messer  and  Ruth  Ann  Weiler  liave  collaborated  to  figure  out  how  to  take  ships  out  of  bottles. 

Wilma  Mitchell,  the  organ  grinder,  has  become  very  popular  with  the  natives.  She  h.isn't  made  any  money 
at  it,  thougli,  since  Joan  McFarland  stole  her  monkey.
